THE JAPANESE DISGRACE. 


Whether M. de Grerreville or any other 
war correspondent was shacked or not 
by the atrocities of the Japanese soldiery 
at Port Arthur is a matter of no impor- 
tarice. f Mr. Creelman’s associates 
thought that he was too tender of feeling 
and that the wanton slaying and mutila- 
tion of defenseless people was not bar- 
barous and shocking, so much the worse 
for them. The facts are the essential 
things and the facts narrated by Mr. 
Creelman in yesterday’s report and cor- 
roborated by others da, as he predicted 
they would, shock the civilized world. 
The story of the Port Arthur massacre 
is full of horror. 

The full report places the Japanese 
Government in a worse position than it 
was before the whole truth was known. 
Mr. Creelman shows that the brutal 
slaughter of Chinese continued for three 
days with the knowledge and apparent 
consent of the officers of the army. It 
cannot, therefore, be ascribed wholly to 
a sudden outbreak of savagery in the 
common soldiers, infuriated by Chinese 


jcrueity, and which could not be re- 


strained by their officers. Mr. Cre@lman 
does not credit the officers with an at- 
tempt to curb the passion of the troops, 
but does report an attempt to justify 
the slaughter. 7 
With all the shocking facts in view, 
however, the Japanese should not be 
judged too harshly. Both officers and 
men had the greatest provocation. Their 
vengeful passions had just been stirred 
by the brutality of their enemies. Their 
sa vage instincts were thorchghly aroused 
and it is more than likely that the 
6fficers were overcome by their oriental 
training and reasoned that a stroke of 
vengeance would have a salutary effect 
upon the foe. The attitude of the Gov- 
ernment towards the affair is irreproach- 
able and gives promise that steps will be 
taken to prevent the repetition of such 
an occurrence.
